BriMulenax was appointed 
circuit judg^ of the distric t, whii !i 
otiicc he held until i&i'j when 
I'-cnjamin Shakleford succeeded 
tiiiM I'ld^;' IJro.id 11 i\ was a mm 
of distiiK tiuu in his itay, considered 
an able jurist, as waa ilso Judge 
.•^haklefor.l. Judj;e Shaklefonl was 
succeeded by .\lncy McLean, a 
ciii/en c»f (•reenville. The courts 
held by Uroadenav, Shakletord and 
part of .McLean's term were held in 
a log court house, coaaiating of 
tliiee rooiii'i. one in the lower storv 
and two above, chinked and 
daubed with mud and lime, 
ceiled with split boaids put on 
with pegs. 1 bis court house stood 
until about 1834, when a brick 
bouse was built and eonilenin'T.'d and 
another briek house was built in 
1835 which was received, in which 
lud^e M< Lean finished his term as 
circuit judge, running from i.Sji 
until bis death, which ocroried in 
the latter part of 1.S41. His sin e 
essor was John Calhoun who con- 
tinued until 1850, when Jessie W.

1 !.o,iias C. Uabney 
becaaae Cook's aucces a or and filled 
out his term. Uabney's time ex- 
pired duting the coiniiiencemejit of 
the civil war.

We 
knew Cook and Uabney but were 
not so familiar with their courts as 
that of PMree.

aaent, a lawyer was up making a 
rattling speech before a jury, a 
company of southern soldiers dashed 
into Princeton and a general enga- 
gement commenced near and about 
the conrt house, i'etrec said, all of a 
sudden they beard a great noise and 
bang, bang' and the rapid fire of 
guns, the rattling of balls against 
and in the court house. .\n abrupt 
and unceremonious adjournment 
took place at once. The jury, law- 
yers and witnesses scattered, ran 
and hiilj the clerk and himself dash- 
ed into a little back room forshelt- 
er where begot up on a chair to 
look out a transom to see what waa
